lication, The bibliography hag to contain a minimum of about 
150 entries, Hach item must be examined by the student 
before inclusion. Compilation of the bibliographies by 
students is intended to serve largely as an exercise in 
bibliographical method, 


None of the bibliographies claims to be exhaustive 
in treatment, Nevertheless it will be found that they are the 
only bibliographics available on many of the subjects. For 
this reason the School has decided to make those bibliographics 
accessible to a wider public, Tt must be clearly understood, 
however, that they are the work of students. They have not 
been edited or amended in any way. In spite of these
